He warned the students that Eire 
would not be safe until the war was 
over, and that it was more likely, 
indeed, that the danger would increase 
instead of lessening. 

In every country in the world, he 
said, it was the young, men of the 
Universities who were looked on to 
Jead the nation. The minds of the 
students had been developed to fit them 
for that work, and it was right for 
them to make use of their training for 
the good of the country. There was a 
need for specialised knowledge in the 
Defence Forces, in connection with 
engineering, medicine, signalling, and 
so on, and they were looking to the 
students to put that knowledge to use 
for the forces.

MANY BIG CLAIMS 

The sinking of a 7,000-ton Japanese 
cruiser of the Kako class and two 
Japanese merchantmen, was officially 
announced yes and the Axis 
made big claims of successful sub- 
marine attacks, says Reuter. 

The Germans say that their U-boats 
have sunk a further 23 Alliedwhips 
“in American waters,’ and Rome 
claims to have sunk a 43,000 tons U.S. 
battleship, of the Maryland class, off 
Brazil. 3 

No date or time nor the locality of 
the Allied action was given in the 
communiqué from Allied Headquarters 
in Australia, which reported the 
Japanese losses, says Reuters Naval 
Correspondent. Since the Coral Sea 
battle, Allied air and naval units’ have 
been keeping a constant watch off the 
North Australian coast. 

Rome’s claim to have sunk a 43,000- 
ton United States battleship is uncon- 
firmed from any Allied source. None 
of the three battleships of the Mary- 
land class—the Colorado, the Maryland 
and the West Virginia—has a tonnage 
as high as that given by the Italians. 
According to Rome's announcement 
the sinking occurred off the coast of 
the Island of Fernando Noronha, ‘‘Our 
submarine, Barbarigo, under Com- 
mander ‘Enzo Grossi attacked a U.S. 
naval formation which was steaming 
south,” it added, It cut in between the 
escorting destroyers, and, ‘‘at a dis- 
tance of several hundred yards,” 
launched torpedoes, two of which “‘ hit 
the battleship in the bows,”’ sinking it 
in “a short time.” 

An Associated Press telegram from 
Rio de . Janeiro . says :—*‘ Official 
Brazilian and United States sources, 
commenting on the Italian claim to 
have sunk a United States battleship 
of the Maryland class, said to-day that 
they had. no knowledge of “ any naval 
engagement in these waters.”’ 


“ 23 SHIPS LOST ’”’ 

A Berlin announcement stated :— 
“East, of the Antilles, in the Caribbean

RED ARMY’S PROGRESS 


German commentators are silent on 
the subject of General von Bock’s 
counterstroke, aimed at the Russian 
flank south of Lozovaya, in the Izyum- 
Barvenkova sector. Qualified observers 
point out that this thrust has forced 
the German Command to draw reserves 
which they would have preferred to 
keep in hand for use elsewhere, Rus- 
sian and, neutral reports state 
that, tar from the initiative having 
assed into German hands, it remains 
in Timoshenko’s grip. His heaviest 
blows are believed to be falling inside 
the fortified defence. network east of 
Kharkov. As he speeds the tempo of 
his attacks, one Moscow broadcast 
said, heavy battles are heing fought in 
the fields before the city itself. In the 
Crimea’ fighting continues in the 
eastern part of the Kerch Peninsula.

FURTHER 
GN. TRAIN 
REDUCTIONS 


IRE’S standstill Whitsuntide 
~ holiday will be spent under the 
shadow of further travel restrictions, 
and the fear that in the course of a 
short time the position may de- 
teriorate so badly that none but 
essential travelling will be per- 
mitted. 

The Great Northern Railway, which 
up to now by virtue of its geographical 
position, has escaped much of the 
rigours imposed by a shortage of fuel 
on the Great Southern Railways, is 
about to reduce drastically its pas- 
senger train programme. Immediate 
curtailments, involving the discon- 
'tinuance of some twenty trains, will 
take place on Wednesday next, and 
further cancellations affecting the main 
line service will take effect from the 
end of the present month. 

The general situation is very bad, 
an Jrish Times reporter was 
informed, and in spite of the continued 
efforts of the transport campanies to 
maintain the best possible service, it 
is doubtful if it. will be possible to 
maintain facilities much longer without 
imposing restrictions which would have 
the effect of confining travelling to 
business purposes, 


NO. EXTRA TRAINS 


Both the G.S.R. and the G.N.R.

extra services during Whitsuntide, and 
have appealed to the general public 
to refrain from travel by rail as far as 
possible.

‘YOUR TURF 


RATION 
MAY BE SMALL 


By a SPBECIAL CoRRESPONDENT. 


IVEN average luck in the 
matter of weather and trans- 
port, the Government schemes, now 
coming into full swing, for the pro- 
duction of turf this season will solve 
Dublin’s fuel problem next winter. 
But the ration is likely to be a 
small one. 

The aim, with over 12,000 men now 
working on the bogs, is to replace 
coal as far as possible, but even the 
present limitations of transport render 
it highly improbable that, m the event 
of coal supplies being unobtainable, 
sufficient turf can be brought in to 
supply the citizens of Dublin, or the 
people in the non-turf areas generally, 
with a ration on the scale they have 
been enjoying through the late winter 
and spring. 

In spite of labour and transport 
obstacles, plans are working out satis- 
factorily up to the present. True, the 


i 2,000 tons programme per day is not 


being maintained by the G.S.R., but 
this is largely due to the fact that the 
turf, owing to the recent rains, is not 
reaching the railheads in expected 
quantities Taking the transport 
situation generally, however, the fuel 
is rolling in from the provinces in very 
large quantities daily, and the greater 
part of it is being used to meet current 
demand for domestic consumption, The 
present allowance of one ton per month 
for April and May obviously is de- 
signed to enable consumers to accu- 
mulate a stock for winter needs, 
thereby relieving the drain on reserves 
later. The turf stored at the Phenix 
Park and Alexandra Basin has not 
been drawn upon, and the fuel which 
iow is being brought into the city, 
largely turf which was cut and footed 
last season, is in good condition. . 
Current coal imports are being 
devoted entirely to industrial purposes, 
and it is extremely doubtful if the coal 
ration will be restored for domestic 
uses. City fuel merchants are making 

plans both on the basis of availability 
‘cessation’ of — 


Toféoar'and of a complete 


supplies. In a. number of instances 
alternatives are proposed to turf and 
wood, and at least óne merchant is 
installing a briquette plant, which will 
enable him to supply that form of fuel 
in any event. Slack, turf mould and 
sawdust make excellent briquettes, 
and should coal not be available a 7 
good stbstitute is provided by turt- 
mould, sawdust and pitch. 

Recent reference in the Dail to the 
bog-workers’ ration illustrates the 
difficulties that have to be met and 
overcome in the _ turf-production 
scheme. The ration indicated that the 
turf-cutter enjoys tea three times a 
day, and as many as a dozen slices of 
brecd, apart from potatoes and meat; 
yet, at least sixty of the men who 
found work on the bogs through the 
Dublin labour exchanges, left the work 
because they were not satisfied with 
the food and the conditions of employ- 
ment.

They are among the finest 
offensive soldiers in the world, as 
witness their exploits in a thousand | 
fields of battle over five continents ;

patience. Unlike the Cockney, the 
Irishman cannot stand and wait; in 


bored, and, secondly, incredulous. If 
the danger does not materialise, he 
convinces himself that it never will 
materialise—that it is all imagina- 
tion, all part of a ‘‘scare.’’ designed 
to keep him at the alert. This point 
of view is full of peril. It involves 
the appalling risk that, if the shock 
should come, the Irishman would 
not be ready at his post, and the 
attacker’s way would be facilitated. 
Nevertheless, it is the point of view 
which has tended to prevail through- 
out the twenty-six counties for many 
months past. The Army to-day is 
enormously stronger than it has 
been at any time in the past; it is 
reinforced by powerful auxiliary 
organisations, including the L.D.F., 
the L.S.F,, and the A.R.P. services ; 
but neither the Army nor any of 
these auxiliaries is really as strong 
as it ought to be. The impetus that 
was lent to recruitment by the 
events of two years ago no longer 
prevails: in a sentence, the fear of 
attack no longer exists in the 
people’s minds. Yet the danger has 
not passed. It is present as long as 
the great nations are at war, and 
will not end until the last signature 
has been appended to the terms of 
peace. 

Until that time, said Mr. de 
Valera yesterday, the country will 
not be safe. We wish that he could 
impress his certainty upon. the 
country at large. A popular view 
prevails that, if one of the great 
belligerents should decide that the 
occupation of the twenty-six counties 
was necessary to its prosecution of 
the war—which, of course, would 
involve counter-action on our terri- 
tory by the other side—the people 
of this country would have nothing 
to do but fold.their arms and submit 
to the inevitable. It is summed 
up in the phrase—the damnably 
defeatist phrase: ‘‘ What could we 
hope to do?” In point of fact, we 
could do a great deal. The national 
Defence Forces are very far from 
inconsiderable. They may not be 
armed with all the new weapons that 
might be desired, but they are highly 
trained, they are of fine physical 
standard, they have a tradition of 
courage, and—perhaps, above all— 
they have been trained for one 
purpose and for one purpose only— 
the defence of a small territory, with 
which they are intimately acquainted. 
Yet, even if these occasions for con- 
fidence did not exist, the “ what 
could we do?” attitude still would 
be an outrageous one. An invaded 
Ireland might be preserved, by the 
intervention of some third Power, 
from the shame of conquest; but 
could she ever hold up her head 
again among the nations if she had 
not struck a blow in her own 
defence? If this State is attacked, 
it must fight; otherwise, it is un- 
deserving of survival. There must 
be thousands of young men who 
possess the real spirit of patriotism 
—men who would submit to death 
rather than see their country a 
vassal State—yet are not members 
of any of the defence organisations. 
Where is their logic? What does 
their, patriotism mean? Those 
organisations are in sore need not 
only of the specialised brains of 
university students, such as those to 
whom the Taoiseach spoke yesterday, 
' but of the strength and stamina and 
fighting intelligence of every young 
Irishman from Monaghan to Cork. 
If even one half of the young men 
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defensive warfare he becomes, first.

power, al ‘China’s resources 
in this respect are virtually in- 
exhaustible. The Chinese have dis- 
played military qualities of which 
nobody believed them to be capable. 
In Marshal Chiang Kai-shek they 
have produced a leader whom 
history will place in the front rank 
of military strategists, and, if the 
British had taken advantage of their 
opportunities to co-operate with the 
Chinese forces in Malaya and 
Burma, the course of the war in the 
Far East might have run very 
differently. Now that the Burma 
road has been closed, the Chinese 
are fighting under greatly increased 
difficulties. Their main source of 
supply has been barred, and, 
although alternative routes have 
been found, Marshal Chiang Kai- 
shek is faced with tremendous odds. 
In her war against Great Britain 
and the United States, Japan so far 
has had a series of almost undis- 
puted victories. In her war against 
China such successes as she has 
gained have been won at a fearful 
cost. Naturally, China’s losses also 
have been terrific; but the spirit of 
the Chinese people does not seem to 
have been affected. On the contrary, 
territorial losses appear only to have 
strengthened their determination, 
and, although their sufferings have 
been grievous, their national moral 
is as high as ever it was.

What I said of women 
travellers once before is true of Miss 
Lodge: she tells a commonplace story 
in a heightened tone and expects us 
to think it very strange. Hardly any- 
thing that she bas written of the 
peasants of Jugoslavia would be a sur- 
rising oxperience in Ireland. for 
instance :— 

“The peasants’ methods of making 
certain of their trains is to arrive much 
too early at the station, They some- 
times spend several hours packed like 
sardines in the waiting room often 
overflowing into the main entrance, 
or even into the road. The women often 
spin or suckle their babies as they 
gossip. Tho officials have some tire- 
some habits, They do not open the 
ticket office till a very short time be- 
fore the train is dua,” ° 

With the exception of the spinning, 
I have olsserved such a scene a hun- 
dred times ut an Irish country station, 
where the market women waited. 

They also ‘“‘keen” their dead, 
though I would sus that this 
custom is as dead in Jugoslavia as in 
Ireland. The principal religions are 
Orthodox und Roman Catholic, with 
some Moslems. Miss Lodge only men- 
tions the Jews-once in a hundred 
thousand words, though I should have 
imagined that there were quite a large 
number of Jews in that area. The 
colloction of races that go to make 
up Jugoslavin have had an exciting 
time throughout the course of history, 
and we are given a clear summary of 
that history. :

The Rev. Father, 
enjoying his first year of peace after 
a lifetime of disaster, opposition and 
adventure, puts up no opposition, but 
in the end survives the more worldly 
outlook of his Hierarchy. Contrast 
is drawn from the first pages to the 
last between these two fecets of 
religion: the bishop who preaches 
money-making sermons. and has appoint- 
ments with lord mayors, and the com- 
pletely sincere, disregarded curate and 
missionary. ‘To some extent the book 
might be taken to be an attack on 
clericalism, but I think fairness is 
done to the bishops and monsignors, 
if only because, perhaps, somebody has 
to lench with lord mayors and raise 
millions for cathedrals. 

Or have they? The essence of 
Christianty is in the missionary’s life, 
indubitably, and you can draw your 
own conclusion.
